Wilson and Fleisehm ann 
said w e w e re n ’t talking about Hie 
light kind of steel, that w e w ere 
talking about structural steel and 
most of this, m aybe 80 p er cent, is 
going into defense plants.” 
That,

^■Ifave m uch room ” for w angling 
structural steel for highw ays, or 
other civilian purposes. 
Mobilization 
spokesmen 
said 
they told the governors they w ould 
take an o th er look to m ake sure 
about steel supplies, and o ttered 
to m eet q u arterly with the gov­ 
ernors.

Plans to eliminate 
duplication 
of health department milk inspec­ 
tion were approved today by 92 
sanitarians and engineers from lo- 
•al health departments and 
the 
Michigan Department of Health. 
The sanitarians, concluding 
a 
three-day meeting at the Kellogg 
Center for Continuing Education 
at Michigan 
State College, 
put 
their stamp of approval on a plan 
they feel will allow for the free 
flow of milk between 
communi­ 
ties and will save ten dollars by 
cutting down on the num ber of 
inspections. 
They 
agreed 
upon 
uniform 
standards and uniform interpreta­ 
tion of those standards that could 
be accepted by ail health depart­ 
ments. They adopted as a com 
mon standard the model Michigan 
Milk Ordinance. 
Under the system of inspections 
now in effect, a dairy that delivers 
milk into several health 
depart­ 
ment areas has to pass the inspec­ 
tion of sanitarians from all areas 
served. This may mean that the 
dairy has to pass as many as a 
dozen different inspections. Un­ 
der the approved 
plan, 
uniform 
standards acceptable to all health 
departments are set up and one 
inspection would satisfy the re- 
quiremnts of all the 
health 
de­ 
partments concerned. 
The conference was the culmi­ 
nation of a series that began last 
June to work out uniform stand­ 
ards and a common application of 
the model 
Michigan milk 
ordi­ 
nance that would be acceptable to 
all heath departments. 
Wallace J. Benzie and Thomas

New Ferry Does 
Need For Bridge 
T 
HE 
new state ferry, “Vacationland,” 
which w ill go into service at the Straits 
of Mackinac within the next few days will 
certainly be an important addition to the 
ferry fleet but the big ship will not ade­ 
quately solve the traffic bottleneck at the 
Straits. There is only one way in w hich 
that can be accomplished and that is by 
the construction of a bridge to span the 
Straits and to connect the two peninsulas 
of Michigan. 
The 
“Vacationland’' 
has completed its 
shakedown tests. The h ig h w a y departm ent 
officials and the ship’s builders, the Great 
Lakes Engineering Works, as well as oth­ 
er observers have indicated complete sat­ 
isfaction w ith the ship's performance. 
Its 
capacities as an ice-breaker make the new 
vessel 
particularly 
valuable during me 
winter season. Its greatest merit, of course. 
is its ability to handle up to 150 cars for 
the lake crossing, a capacity at least half 
again as great as any of the oilier state- 
owned ships in the ferry service. 
The new ferry is equipped with reversi­ 
ble motors and with loading facilities at 
either end. These features make it possible 
for the ship to 
dock 
without 
turning 
around, an advantage that should cut a 
few m inutes ofl of the time required for 
round trips and thereby speed up, by that 


Cannot Tolerate The 
Rebirth O f Nazism 
P E R IO D IC A L L Y since the end of World 
* 
War 
II, 
free men of good will have 
found it necessary to decry evidences of a 
resurgent Nazism or its nationalistic equi­ 
valent in conqqu^red Germany. This is an­ 
other of those moments. 
In the cabinet of the Bonn governm ent 
as minister ot transport is one Hails Chris­ 
tian Seebohm. He is the leader of the so­ 
called G erm an party. But he has no right­ 
ful place in any government which 
pro­ 
fesses to be reaching for the path of free­ 
dom and of alliance with Britain, France 
and the United States. 
A year ago, Seebohm declared that only 
the G erm an army and not 
the 
G erm an 
people had surrendered to the 
Allies 
in 
1945. W hat a reminiscent ring that has! 
After G erm any's defeat iii World W ar I, 
the legend was that not the army but the 
weak, corrupt home front 
had 
brought 
about the Fatherland’s downfall. 
"Whatever reserve twist is put upon this 
doctrine, its purpose is clear. Its aim is to 
convince the German nation of its infalli­ 
bility and invincibility. On this m yth, G er­ 
man nationalism feeds. 
Now Seebohm is making fresh attem pts 
to revivify the spirit that has brought so 
much destruction to Europe in the 
20th 
century’. H e recently told a convention of 
his party that the Nazi era is part of the 
tradition of Germany's “historical 
great­ 
ness.” He urged his audience to salute “all 
the symbols” under which G ermans have 
died, presum ably including the forbidden 
Nazi swastika. 
And he was greeted with 
cheers. 
, 
The 
Allies, shocked by this “arrogant 
nationalism,” have formally protested to 
the Bonn government. The French hope to 
see Seebohm ’s removal from the cabinet. 
As an object lesson to the untold num bers 
of G erm ans who plainly feel no contrition 
for the evils of the Nazi regime his ouster 
would be a small but necessary gesture. 
The harsh rules ol power politics have 
compelled us to lure the G ermans toward 
the West as friends, newly come democrats 
and co-defenders of the free world against 
th Com m unist menace. 
Few would have 
cream ed in 1945 we would now be striving 
to align our conquered enemy against our 
then staunch Russian ally. 
This startling reversal of political rela­ 
tionships h.is given the erm ans far more 
leverage than they ever expected to have. 
It 
has 
emboldened them to make strong 
demands for renewed independence 
and 
economic pou r. 
Some of these must rightfully be g rant­ 
ed if we are to accept Germ any as an equal 
in the family of free nations. But there is 
nothing in the tense 
European 
situation 
which compels us to tolerate the rebirth of 
the tyrannical 
and 
morally 
degenerate 
Nazism—in any form, by any name. 
Herr Seebohm should know once and for 
all that the free world looks with loathing 
upon the black era he chooses to describe 
as part of G erm any’s “greatness.’’ We have 
not forgotten the horrors of Hitler, and we 
see no w ay by which they may be glori­ 
fied. 
Herr Seebohm ought to understand, too. 
ihat w hatever he 
and 
his 
blackshirted 
lnends may thing, the free world will not 
suffer that kind of Germany to rise again. 
Evidently we are not making this crystal 
clear. If we are not, then let the Allied 
governments do and say the things w hich 
will m ake it ~o. 
Let the Germans grasp that for them 
tyranny and the whole dream of conquest 
are dead. These things lie in the unw hole­ 
some dust of the Nazi debacle. There they 
must stay.

But 
his apparent course of action does not yet 
fit the gravity of the situation. 
He 
still 
seems much too willing to give himself and 
his administration the benefit of the doubt. 
But the country wants the doubts resolv­ 
ed clearly and unmistakably. It is not sat­ 
isfied to have learned the facts about 
T. 
Lamar Caudle, 
former assistant attorney 
general, consorter with influence peddlers, 
intimate of gamblers, dispenser of govern­ 
ment favors and recipient of same from 
men in peril from federal authority. The 
nation 
wants to know how many more 
Caudles there may be in other crannies of 
government. 
It wants to know how a Caudle could be 
tolerated by officials who claim to be in ­ 
telligent, moral men. Caudle concedes he 
knew little of tax matters when placed in 
charge of them by Mr. Justice Clark, then 
attorney general. This ignorance evidently 
was no handicap, in Clark’s judgment. Nor 
have Caudle’s questionable 
qualifications 
and his strange intra-m ural doings caused 
Attorney General McGrath any particular 
anguish. 
And what oi Peyton Ford, Caudle s im ­ 
mediate superior in I he Justice 
D epart­ 
ment? He was so doubtful of Caudle’s be­ 
havior in one tax case that he directed the 
prosecuting 
department lawyer to cease 
informing Caudle of his future plans in the 
litigation. 
The information was leaking 
back to the defendant regularly. Yet Ford 
thereafter remained silent 
and 
allowed 
Caudle to go his way unimpeded. 
None of this suggests a vigilant adm inis­ 
tration. but rather one all too tolerant of 
lapses from moral grace. Surely Mr. T ru ­ 
man must soon appreciate that he cannot 
restore confidence in the integrity of his 
regime by milk-toast reassurances of his 
intent to toss oui the “few rotten apples.” 
President Coolidge enabled the Repub­ 
lican party of the mid-120’s to surmount 
the Teapot Dome scandals 
because 
he 
vigorously plunged into the task of clean­ 
ing house. He named a strong non-partisan 
commission to go over the administration 
I rom top to bottom. 
Mr. Truman may find himself grossly in 
error if he believes he can get by with less­ 
er measures. It he fails to order the tho r­ 
ough airing the situation demands, 
the 
American voters may direct it themselves 
—on Nov. 4, 19o2.

2.—Pennsylvania went for 
Dewey

about 94.000. Meanwhile Pennsylvania has 
become more and more industralized, with 
U. S. Steel putting up the biggest steel 
plant m the world on the banks of the 
Delaware river in the back yard of GOP 
Boss Joe Grundy. On top of this Philadel­ 
phia for the first time since 1884 has gone 
completely Democratic. 
That’s why 
long-range 
GOP 
leaders 
doubt if a reactionary Republican nominee 
would have the slightest chance of carry­ 
ing the state next year. 
3. California, now the second most popu­ 
lous state in the union, went for Truman 
in 1948—even with Governor Warren on 
the ticket for vice president. 
Thus the three largest 
states,

1952. This with the solid South and a few 
other states would about clinch a Demo­ 
cratic victory.

Plan For Unified Europe To Block 


Red March Faces Uphill Struggle

STRASBOURG. France— (NEA) 
The plan for a union of Europe 
to resist Soviet aggression is lac­ 
ing an uphill .struggle in the Coun­ 
cil of Europe’s Consultative As­ 
sembly. 
This is the consensus of 14 U. S. 
Congressmen w’ho have just con­ 
cluded joint sessions here with 
representatives of Western parlia­ 
ments. 
To say that a majority of the 
Europeans agree hardly tells the 
story. 
There is a mood of near 
despair in the Council’s assembly 
halls. It is a mood underscored by 
the dreary Autumn in Strasbourg, 
with its damp streets and the misty 
Rhine dividing France and Gel - I 
many. 
The city’s history contra­ 
dicts the Council’s airs: four times 
since 1870 it has changed hands 
between the French and Germans. 
The 
Europeans 
acknowledge 
that only a unified Europe would 
be in a position economically and 
militarily to meet the Russian 
threat. 
Yet in view' of the many 
differences separating the West­ 
ern nations, few' foresee the cre­ 
ation of an effective union in the 
near future. 


by a unified continent. 
He added 
that many Americans feel deeply 
that further union 
is 
necessary 
and that the Western powers must 
somehow' surmount their difficul­ 
ties to achieve it. 
Senator Wiley,

“Considerations of defense, our 
Commonwealth

Trend Of Events

NEW YORK— This day we write 
of, Dec. 7, 1951, seems sadly to be 
a commemoration of waste, a de­ 
cade of dedicated desperation, of 
frustration and of such pitifully 
small accomplishment. 
The spirit tends to slouch when 
we consider that now, ten years 
after Pearl, our stoutest allies seem 
to be the nations we were forced 
lo whip from a standing start of 
nothing. We lean on Germany and 
Japan— and we look af righted ly at 
the Russians, our former friends, 
and tsk-tsk at the im poverish­ 
ment and impotence 
of 
gallant, 
weary, threadbare England. 
Rottenness In Government 
The spirit droops some more 
when we glance at the wreckage of 
our economy, at the stench of rot­ 
tenness in our government, of the 
absence of a single big man in our 
formal structure of state. W e‘prac­ 
ticed, the other day, a mock ab­ 
raid in New York, and we got an 
“A” for effort, because the citi­ 
zens are scared of catching the 
Big Casino right on top of their 
heads. 
We have seen our taxes go to 
provide slush funds 
here, 
and 
abroad, and we have reaped hat­ 
red from some of the people we 
have helped, and 
contempt 
from 
all. As we look at December 7, our 
top local story is a story of corrup­ 
tion in high places, and a low-oc­ 
tane corruption, at that. We have 
chicken thieves in offices where 
thievery could be 
computed 
in 
terms of turkeys. It is a sad com­ 
mentary that even our thieves ate 
second rate. 
Still Exempt Collegians 
We massed the greatest armed 
force the world has ever seen and 
busted it up to satisfy a congres­ 
sional fear of mother’s wrath at 
the polls. Ten years have passed, 
and we still have gotten nowhere 
with universal military training. 
We exempt raw college youths and 
send tired old men back to war, 
thus disrupting their lives twice. 
We have diluted our dollar, and 
inflated our 
prices, 
and 
have 
shrunken our thrift. We have dis­ 
couraged effort, individual effort, 
by a cynical insistence on a So­ 
cialist state which buys votes and 
damn-all tomorrow. 
We 
have 
placed such a penalty on success 
from a tax standpoint that a com­ 
mon phrase says: “I can’t afford to 
make that much money.” Ami then 
we sea daily, in 
the 
ta x -fraud 
hearings, that the collectors of our 
mighty tithes have accepted bribes 
lo enable the big offenders 
to 
steal. 
Great Producers, But— 
We are the greatest producers of 
everything in the world, lint we 
cannot implement a tiny army in 
Korea with enough 
planes 
and 
guns. We do not even know what 
we want to do with a war which 
is not a war— we cannot seem to 
say whether we want to win it. 
lose it, or just let it sit there. War 
in Korea is now in the same light 
as a disease that is reputed to be 
no worse than a bad cold. We can­ 
not even gauge enough blood from 
our citizens to make us secure in 
the blood bank. 
Ten years ago I knew I had to 
go to War and maybe I would have 
to die. I felt a lot better about 
things then than now 
a pretty 
horrid commentary on the archi­ 
tects of peace.

did a better job of 
pitching than Sgt. 1/C Joseph C. 
Rodriguez contributed against the 
Reds in Korea last March 21. 
Rodriguez who killed 15 Reds 
near the little village of Munye- 
Ri, has been awarded the con­ 
gressional medal of honor for “an 
incredible display of valor.” 
' Rodriguez, 23, made three trips 
up a steep hill without cover, and 
without regard for the murderous 
fire of concussion grenades 
and 
snipers’ bullets, fired grenade aft­ 
er grenade into the well-entrench­ 
ed Reds, who had defied all at­ 
tempts of three American army 
platoons to dislodge them. 
“I just got steamed up and de­ 
cided to do something about the 
situation,” the modest young hero 
•aid. 
He dropped several grenades in 
the first hole he spotted, then ran 
around the left flank, 
where he 
silenced 
an 
automatic 
weapon 
with two throws. He then dashed 
across the top of the hill and as­ 
saulted two holes, then crossed to 
the right flank, where he attack­ 
ed the remaining enemy 
auto­ 
matic weapon and killed all of its j 
crew. 
Rodriguez 
says 
he thinks his 1 
operation took about a half hour, i 
that he made three trips up the ; 
hill, and that he didn’t peen think 
of danger.

army he hopes to 
marry 
Rose 
Aranda of Colton, Calif., “but of 
course I’d have to get a job first, 
so our wedding hasn’t been set.”

Port Of Boston Tied 
Up In Dock Walkout 


BOSTON — (ZP)—The port of 
Boston was tied up today by a 
walkout of 1,900 Longshoremen, 
two of whom were brutally beat­ 
en. 
Daniel Donovan, 
International 
vice president of the AFL Long­ 
shoremen’s union, said two men 
were dragged from their homes 
at gunpoint and slugged because 
they declined to cross CIO picket 
lines. 
The Longshoremen refused 
to 
work because a picket line was 
thrown up around the Isthmian 
Line freighter Steel Flyer by the 
CIO Marine Engineers Beneficial 
union. 
Union officials said the 
ship 
was picketed because 
the 
CIO 
formerly 
was 
the 
bargaining 
agent for the M arine Engineers. 
Since the AFL was voted the bar­ 
gaining agent several months ago, 
the CIO has been picketing Isth­ 
mian ships in every port in the 
country. 


Baby Boy Given Dose 
Of Sedatives, Then 
Drowned With Mother 


DETROIT — (ZP)—Three-year- 
old George O’Brien was put to 
sleep with a heavy dose of seda­ 
tives by his mother before she 
drowned him, then herself, police 
said today. 
The child’s well-clad body was 
recovered from a Grosse Ile Ca­ 
nal Nov. 27. 
Two days later the 
body of his mother, Mrs. Marjorie 
O’Brien, 23, was found. 
Wayne County Coroner Edmund 
J. Knobloch said sufficient seda­ 
tives to cause death had been 
found in the child’s body. 
Police 
believe 
Mrs. 
O’Brien 
killed her son and herself because 
of fear her 
divorced 
husband 
would take the child from her. 


Barefoot Hillbilly 
Now Claims He's 
Amnesia Victim % 
TORONTO — {ZP)—Peter Grain­ 
ger, identified by police as 
the 
“Shoeless Hillbilly” who hoaxed 
the U. S. army into enlisting him 
and then strolled away to Can­ 
ada, says he has amnesia. 
Grainger, identified as a 
25- 
year-old British World War 
II 
veteran, now under treatment at 
Sunnybrook 
M ilitary 
hospital, 
told reporters he can’t remember 
things because of head injuries he 
received when he was clubbed 
by rifle butts as a prisoner of war 
in Italy. 
He was shown newspaper ac­ 
counts of how he walked into a 
San Antonio. Tex., recruiting sta­ 
tion barefooted last month, 
told 
them he had just come out of the 
wilds of New Mexico after 
he 
“buried paw,” and said he had 
only seen one white woman be­ 
fore in his life. 
“I thought at first it must be 
somebody else,” he told a reporter. 
“They asked me if I remembered 
all that and I couldn’t decide 
whether I remembered it or had 
just read it. 
It was just as if I 
had read about it.” 
“All I can remember was do­ 
ing an awful lot of walking,” he 
said. 
“It’s happened before 
to 
me. 
I seem to get the urge to 
escape every once in a while, like 
when I escaped from Italian pris­ 
oner-of-war camp.” 
Grainger was found 
walking 
along the highway between Sud­ 
bury and Saulte Ste. Marie on Nov. 
29. 
He had wandered away from 
the U. S. Army Proving Ground 
at Aberdeen, Md., where he was 
sent after being inducted. Aber­ 
deen still lists the man as AWOL. 
Far from being the 
innocent 
child of the wilderness he said he 
was, provincial police here say 
Grainger is an educated man with 
a wife and two children in Lon­ 
don. He came to Canada in March, 
joined 
the 
Canadian 
Forestry 
Service as a ranger and planned 
to establish a home here.

29, brandished the weapon, offi­ 
cers said. They added that after­ 
wards Bronson drove his wife and 
10-month-old-baby to Beyer hos­ 
pital here and left them in 
the 
emergency room. 
State troopers 
found 
Bronson 
later driving on the outskirts of 
Ypsilanti and picked him up as ne 
returned to the hospital parking 
lot. 


Schoolboy Hacks His 
Mother To Death 
At Oakland, Calif. 


OAKLAND, Calif.— (ZP) —A 16- 
year-old high school boy told po­ 
lice he hacked his mother to death 
because “she bawled me out for 
playing hookey” — then set her 
corpse afire “so she wouldn’t be 
found.” 
Homicide Inspector Merle Long- 
necker said Samuel Hutchins oral­ 
ly confessed the hatchet slaying 
and promised to sign a transcript 
today. The boy was held without 
charge pending further question­ 
ing. 
Sammie was arrested to Grass 
Valley, where his wealthy father 
has a summer home, four hours af­ 
ter firemen discovered the body 
yesterday. Mrs. Evelyn S. Hutch­ 
ins, 51, had been hacked at least 
12 times, examiners said. 
Longnecker quoted Sammie as 
saying: 
“I got mad and started swinging 
a hatchet I was holding. I hit her 
several times. She had a bundle 
of papers under her arm and I took 
them and covered her with them. 
I poured kerosene over them and 
set fire to them. I figured that way 
she wouldn’t be found.” 
Smoke from the burning home 
led to the discovery.

Albert Constantineau, 60, died 
at his home, 320 N. 21st street, 
this morning of a bullet wound in 
his head, which police reported 
had

self-inflicted. 
Dr. 
Thomas A. Mclnerney, 
coroner, 
reported that death occurred 
at 
approximately five o'clock. 
Constantineau 
was 
suffering 
diabetes and was reported to have 
been in a depressed mood for sev­ 
eral days. 
His wife, who is em­ 
ployed nights at St. Francis hos­ 
pital, returned home about 7:30 this 
morning and found Mr. Constan- 
tineau’s bedroom door locked. 
She called police who unlocked 
the door and found Mr. Constan­ 
tineau dead in his bed. 
Mr. Constantineau who was a 
World War I veteran was born 
in St. Lucy, Canada, February 
25, 1891, and came to Delta coun­ 
ty as a child five years old. 
He 
lived in Cornell and Schaffer be- I 
fore moving to

BONN, G erm any— (ZP) — West 
Germany is going to get its huge 
post-war financial aid from the 
west at less than hilf price, with 
a reduction of more than two bil­ 
lion dollars in the bill, the German 
government disclosed last night. 
The Germans owe $3,800,000,000. 
But Vice-Chancellor Franz B e e ­ 
cher told a news conference that 
American, British and French rep­

“This is a major concession to 
us,” Bluecher said, adding there 
was not much debut the Bonn cab­ 
inet would accept the offer.

Always Hot Potato 
This issue of compulsory union 
membership always has been a 
hot potato in labor relations. 
There are several reasons why 
the union’s are making a drive for 
the union shop now. One is that 
wage controls limit them to some 
extent on pay boosts; so they try 
for other things like the 
union 
shop and pensions. 
Another reason is that Congress 
gave the unions a boost, 
some­ 
what, in negotiating for the union 
shop. Recently-enacted legislation 
repealed a requirem ent of the or­ 
iginal Taft-H artly law that work­ 
ers must give approval in a gov­ 
ernment-conducted election, be­ 
fore their union could 
negotiate 
with an employer for the union 
shop. 
Results in these elections show­ 
ed that workers almost universal­ 
ly approved the union shop. 
Of 
course, the elections were among 
heavily unionized workers. 
200,000 Must Join 
Until this year, also, the separ­ 
ate railway labor act barred 
the 
union shop on the railroads. Con­ 
gress removed the ban 
and the 
rail unions immediately jumped in 
the gap. Already they’ve negotiat­ 
ed the union shop on four big rail­ 
roads, the New York Central, Bal­ 
timore and Ohio, Great Northern 
and Lehigh Valley. 
Most 
other railroads resisted 
and so, to avoid

rail 
strike 
threat, President Truman named 
the emergency board to make rec­ 
ommendations. 
An estimated 200,000 non-union 
rail workers would be compelled 
to join unions if the railroads ac­ 
cept the union shop. The steel in­

WASHINGTON — UP)— After a 
study of the pros and cons, a spe­ 
cial committee of the National Re­ 
search Council has concluded that 
the addition of certain chemicals 
to drinking water can help reduce 
tooth decay. 
In endorsing the fluoridation of 
public water supplies, 
however, 
the committee said it should* be 
done only under expert dental 
and engineering supervision 
by 
state boards of health. 
A report made by the group last 
night said the safety of fluorida­ 
tion depends on proper controls. 
It also said that its effectiveness 
depends on proper selection 
of 
water supplies to be treated. 
Because of the controversy ov­ 
er the matter, the committee was 
appointed last spring to make the 
study. 
Its parent body, the Na­ 
tional Research Council, is a fed­ 
eration of scientific societies char­ 
tered by Congress.

Pitfalls to be avoided in adding 
a puppy to the family circle this 
Christmas are listed in the cur­ 
rent issue of “Your Dog” Maga­ 
zine. 
The magazine's editors estimate 
that 500,000 American homes will 
acquire a puppy this Yuletide, in­ 
cluding, of course, a 
substantial 
number right in this area. 
There is a dog for every pur­ 
pose, one to suit the age and tem­ 
perament of any owner, and with 
a little careful planning each can 
be sure of getting exactly what 
is needed or wanted, they say. 
1. If undecided as to breed, 
a 
visit to a dog show, where a va­ 
riety of breeds are on 
exhibit, 
should prove helbful. 
If no dog 
show is being held locally, visit 
as many local kennels of differ­ 
ent breeds as possible until you 
have made up your mind. 
2. Don’t get a puppy too young 
—say under ten or twelve weeks 
The younger the puppy the more 
care it require*. 
3. If you are not sure the puppy 
is healthy, insist on a veterinary 
statement 
before 
purchase.

sick puppy ie no bargain at any 
price. 
4. If you want to be sure the 
pup is purebred, request a regis­ 
tration certificate, which should 
also show a transfer to you 
ae 
the new owner. 
3. Before taking the pup home, 
be sure to select a spot in the 
house he will be able to call hit 
own. 
Place his bed there— an or­ 
dinary box filled with paper will 
do—and put near it a toy or rub­ 
ber ball or bone to help him cut 
his teeth on and divert his atten­ 
tion from mischievous deeds. 
6. Don’t stuff him and 
don’t 
handle him 
unnecessarily when 
you get him home, else you may 
end up with a sick or dead pup. 
If you are really wise, you will

delivered 
either a few days before or a few 
days after the Christmas day ex­ 
citement.
